Meeting: of the Aanual Coaventloa or
the Amerltas Labor Reformer In

Xew fork Besolmtlosia Adopted
JlaTerlek'a Expsse of the
IteulBS ot the Mavemeat.

Nkw York, May 5. The eighth annual
convention of the American labor reform
league was commenced to-da- y, E. H. Hey-woo- d,

president, made the opening address,
saying that the League seeks the liberty to
assert the natural right of all people to do
their best, at their own risk, to repeal all
laws recognizing property, and to abolish all
monopolies which give property special ad-

vantages against labor. The following reso-

lutions were adopted:

Views of American Communism.
"What does communism in thiB country

mean i is a question that is answered by
Augustus Maverick, in a late number of the
New York Tribune, in an article which shows
a thorough research into the history of the
organization in Jburope since l&jy. Me un
dertakes to show, by authoritative citations
and the collation of recent events, that the
International society, having ignominiously
failed in the. . attempts to subvert European

i- -i i i i - igovernments, nas aeiiDerateiy unaertasen to
overthrow the American system. The facts.
which it is virtually important for American
worsungmen and the whole American people
to comprehend at their full value, are demon
strated bv indisputable evidence. Xhe start
ing point was London, in 1839, when the first
successful attempt at international combina
tion proceeded from a small number of Ger-
man workdngmen, who had been expelled
irom H ranee in lojy, lor taking part in an
emeute in Paris. In November, 1847, at a
German communistic conference,

A MANIFESTO
was presented by Dr. Karl Marx and Fred-
erick Engles, one passage of which was as
tallows :

"The communists are no particular party
m contradistinction irom other workingmen s
parties. They have no interests separate
from the interests of ithe whole proletariat,
and set up no particular principles according
movement". 1 hey dlsnnguiBn themselrson
the one hand, from other workingmen's par
ties, by defending the common interests.
which are independent of nationality, of the
whole closa in the various national struggles ;
on the other hand, by representing the inter
eats of the common movement at the differ-
ent stages of development through which
the struggle between the wages laborers and
the capitalists has to pass. Ihe immediate
aim of the communists is the same as that of
the other proletarian parties the overthrow
oj the rule of the capitalists by the acquisition

GROWTH OP THE INTERNATIONAL.
In 1862 the Internationale proper was

formed, composed principally of English and
renon worsringmen Drougnt together Dy the

exhibition of that year in London. Ten years
afterward the society counted one hundred
and eighty thousand members in Great Britain
alone. It was estimated that over the whole
extent of Europe the society numbered not
lesj than two million hve hundred thousand
The first movement of the Internationale was
to call for a general conference of the work
ingmen of Europe. George Adger, of Eng
land, issued the call, saying: "Let us have
our congresses; let us discuss the great ques-
tion on which the peace of nations depends;
let us bring our reason and moral right to
bear with becoming dignity against the ca
jolery and brute torce ot rulers.
This was the first echo of Carl Marx's procla
mation of 1844, that the aim of the com-
munists was the overthrow of the capitalist
by the acquisition of political power. A con-
gress was held in Geneva, Switzerland, in
September, 1866. In the meantime the eyes
of the far-seei- leaders were fixed upon this
country. In 1867 two sections of the Inter-
national society were established in the Uni-
ted States, and acknowledged by the general
council of the Internationale as auxiliary.
In August, 1867, the American societies affil-
iated with the communists, held a congress in
Chicago, in which the supremacy of the for
eign international society was recognized,
and absolute credence given to the

Thenceforth the mask was thrown off, and

the aims and purposes of the Internationale
were not only openly avowed, but it was also
given out that it intended to assume control
of American politics through the organization
of a Workingmen's party, the fundamental
doctrines of which should be those set forth
by the Geneva congress of 1867.

LABOR CONGRESS AT ST. LOUIS.
In 1871 the labor congress assembled in

St. Louis to discuss the laws which should
govern trade organizations, and the defini-
tion ot the true relations between the em-
ployer and the employed, adopted a national
platform. It set out with the recitation of
principles now commonly accepted namely,
the necessity of revenue reform, tax reduc-
tion, general amnesty, and equality of rights

"fend after enunciating these doctrines with
no inconsiderable degree of force, glided into
such fallacies as a demand for the legislative
prohibition of Chinese labor, and a central-
ization of power in the Federal govern-
ment, with restrictions upon private enter-
prise in the construction and operation of
railroads, telegraph lines, and the like. The
platform, as a whole, was not sound; the
leaders were injudicious, the official recogni-
tion of the commnnist element was a danger-
ous precedent but the Workingmen's party
had openly taken its place as a political lac-to- r,

and it had called the International to its
aid.

SUCCEEDING CONGRESSES.

At the next congress, held in the next year,
at Columbus, Ohio, the affiliation between
the trade-unio- ns and the International was
still more firmly fixed. A platform was
adopted which is a curiosity in political liter-
ature. It set forth: First, a demand for
the expansion of paper currency; second, the
abolition of the gold basis; third, the de-
struction of the national banks; fourth, the
establishment of the eight-hou-r system; fifth,
the exclusion of Chinese labor.

In September ot the same year a congress
f the Internationale was held at the Hague,

at which a tnal of strength be' oen the

"Federalist" delegates, who offered a political
organization, and the "Centralizing General
Council," led by Karl Marx, ended in the
utter defeat of the former. The close of 1872
witnessed the transfer of the International-
ists headquarters from London to New York.
Proof was soon at hand that the Internation-
alists had begun to busy themselves with the
workingmen. In January, 1873, labor agita-
tion broke out in New Orleans. Another
result was the great strike of May-Jun- e, 1872,
in which the workingmen, after spending a
million and a hall dollars in wages, were
compelled to yield. In the spring of 1873,
after a secret conference of the leaders ot
the trade-union- s, the formation of the body
of "The United Workingmen of America"
was announced. At the succeeding Industrial
congress in Cleveland, in which twelve States
were represented, the purpose was announced
of forming a new political party. Then tol- -

THE STRIKE OP JULY, 1S77,

which is analyzed by Mr. Maverick as follows:
"The suddenness and completeness of the

catastrophe showed the care with which the
mine had been laid. In an incredibly short
space of time after the first outbreak at Mar-
tinsburg, the great strike had extended to
Baltimore, thence to Pennsylvania, Ohio, In-

diana, Illinois, New York and half a dozen
other States; the trunk railway lines were
blocked, travel and trade were stopped,
troops were called out by Federal and State
authority, fif teen thousand tra ns were
banded together to defy the law, blood was
shed, property valued at millions of dollars

were profoundly agitated, and, but for" the
prompt action of the State and local authori-
ties and the brave bearing of our citizen sol-
diery, would have been panic stricken,
through justifiable apprehension of a renewal
of the mob violence of 1863. If any
proof had been needed to establish
complicity of the communists in the
plot, it was given in ample measure by
the 'Internationalists themselves. The
strike had hardly gained headway before the
chiefs of the International 'sections' opened
communications with the trade-unio- ns en-
listed in the conspiracy. 'Secretary' Gold-
smith, in Hartford; Van Patten and Schill-
ing, in Chicago; Curlin, Curtis, Cardell,
Rate, Porter, Cope and Sykora, in St. Louis;
Schwab, Swinton, Doyle, Lalser, Thompson,
Demorest and others, in New York, put forth
continuous efforts to encourage the strikers,
and to arouse the sympathy of the whole
class of workingmen.

The next event was the congress of the
Workingmen's party of the United States, at
New York, in December, 1877, representing
eighty-fou- r sections and fifteen thousand
members, when the additional title of Social-
istic was joined to Workingmen, and the fol-
lowing platform was enunciated.

THE NATIONAL PLATFORM".

First Introduction of a legal work day of
not more than eight hours, and strict punish-
ment of all violations.

Second Sanitary inspection of all condi-
tions of labor, means of subsistence and
dwellings.

Third The establishment of bureaus of
labor statistics in all States, as well as by the
national government. The officers of those
bureaus shall be elected by the people.

Fourth Prohibition of the employment of
children under fourteen years ot age in any
industrial establishment.

Fifth Prohibition of the use of prison labor
by private employers.

Sixth Compulsory education for all chil
dren under fourteen years of age, all educa-
tional facilities to be furnished free.

Seventh Strict laws making all employers
responsible tor injury to employes resulting
from negligence of employers.

Eighth Strict laws requiring all wages to
be paid in the lawful money of the country
at intervals not exceeding one week.

Ninth Abolishment of all compulsory
laws tending 'to prevent combinations of
workingmen to strike or 'induce others to
strike.

Tenth Gratuituous administration of jus
tice m all courts ot law.

Eleven Abolishment of all indirect tax
ation, and adoption of a graded income tax.

Twelve All banking and insurance to be
conducted by tho national government.

Thirteen Strict prohibition of any laws
limiting the right of male suffrage.

Fourteen Introduction of direct popular
aao'pt or reje'et Ihe right to

U.CL A i - Cruieen a. system oi minority representa-
tion to be adopted as soon as possible.

Sixteen The senate to be abolished in all
legislatures and the national congress.

Seventeen Ail public officers to be subject
to prompt recall by a direct vote of the peo
ple.

Eighteenth -- Prohibition of female labor in
occupations injurious to health and morals:
the wages of women to be equal to those of
men where the same labor is performed.

CONCLUSIONS.

The facts that have been cited show:
First That the process of affiliation be-

tween trade-unionis- m and communism is no
chimera.

Second That the inflexible purpose of the
international society is to overthrow the
rule ot capital by the acquisition of political
power."

Third That the failure of the communists
in Europe led them to occupy the new field
temptingly opened to them in the United
btates.

Fourth That the doctrines of the Inter
national society, boldly enunciated bv Karl
Marx in 1847, have been emphatically re-
affirmed here in 1877, and put in practice by
the conjoint crtorts ot communists and trade
unionists.

Sixth That the trade-unionis- t, loth to lose
the power he once enjoyed, hopes, by his af--
nuauon witn me communist, to estaousn a
new order of things upon the ruins of Ameri-
can institutions.

THE REMEDY.
It is not extravagant to predict that if

trade-unionis- now identified with American
communism, is pern? itted still to have its own
way, the combined forces ot the two affiliated
systems will yet produce a serious political
complication perhaps create the chief issue
in a Presidential contest, to the exclusion of
tariffs', financial problems, or other questions
or governmental policy. J. he signs oi the
times are full of portents, and the presence
of the communists is one of our present dan
gers. The trade-unio- ns suppressed, the
communist, in America would die the death
he deserves to meet for then he might Bay
withShylock: "You take my life when you
do take the means whereby I live."

Vienna. May 5: It is officially announced
that the Austrian and Hungarian ministers
have come to an agreement on the Auitro- -
Hangarian compromise.

Pans, May 5: El Union publishes a retrac
tion by Father Curci, in which he declares
that he entirely adheres to all the teach
ings of the church respecting the temporal
power or the pope.

Belgrade, May 5 : Servian detachments are
advancing gradually toward the Prierend,
Mitreziton and Salonica railroad. At Askup
their progress has been impeded by the guer-
rilla warfare of the Mohammedans ot Ar-nou- lt.

Bukarest, May 5: It is understood trmt.
Russia has proposed a new military conven-
tion, by which she will be empowered to con-
struct camps at Plojaet and Jokschani, en-
gaging in return to remove the headquarters
and other establishments connected with the
troops from Bukarest. Roumania np to thepresent time has refused assent.

Constantinople. May 5: The Ruaso-Tnr- t.

ish convention has been concluded, arrang-
ing for the return of toe Turkish refugees to
th-i- r homes. Only those will be sent h.ilrr.present who belong to localities occupied by
the Russians outside of the principality ofBulgaria. Russian troops will accompany
the refugees, to protect them nnH
their property. The expenses will be borne

by Turkey. The position of Sadyk Pasha,
chief of the ministry, is shaken.

St. Petersbury, May 5: The Agence
Russe says that a much better impression
prevails respecting the prospect of negotia-
tions. It ii rumored that the approaching
arrival of Count Schouvaloff here on a visit,
is connected with a .friendly exchange of
views resulting from pourparlers between
London and St. Petersburg. This is consid-
ered to be the commencement of the execu-
tion of the treaty of San Stefano.

Rome, May 5: Count Corti, minister of
foreign affairs, replying to the interpellation
in the senate Saturday, said that the news
received during the past two days encouraged
hopes of the maintenance of peace. The
government was not chargeable with excessive
timidity, but Italy had no need to be con-
